(2.)  Such  notice  shall  be  published  in  The 
British  Columbia  Gazette  and  once  a  week  in 
one  leading  daily  newspaper  freely  circulating 
in  all  parts  of  the  Province.  The  notice  in 
such  newspaper  to  appear  on  Wednesday  of 
each  week. 

(3.)  When  the  proposed  Bill  is  of  such  a 
nature  that  it  may  particularly  affect  one  or 
more  electoral  districts,  the  notice  shall  fur¬

Order  establishing  a  Minimum  Wage  in  the  Mercantile  Industry. 
rjlHE  Board  of  Industrial  Relations  hereby  orders : — 

1.  That  where  used  in  this  Order  the  following  expressions  shall  have 
the  following  meanings,  respectively:— 

(a.)  “Mercantile  industry”  includes  all  establishments  operated  for  interpretation, 
the  purpose  of  wholesale  and  (or)  retail  trade:

Provided,  however,  that  no  such  employee  shall  be  paid  less  than  the 
following  amounts  in  any  one  day  when  his  working-day  consists  of  four  (4) 
hours  or  less: — 

80c.  during  his  first  twelve  months’  employment  in  the  said  industry. 

$1.00  during  his  second  twelve  months’  employment  in  the  said  industry. 

$1.40  during  his  third  twelve  months’  employment  in  the  said  industry. 

$1.60  thereafter. 

( d .)  That  male  employees  18  years  of  age  and  under  21,  whose  employ¬ 
ment  is  casual  (not  exceeding  five  (5)  days  in  any  one  calendar  month), 
may  be  employed  without  permit  from  the  Board  at  not  less  than  thirty 
cents  (30c.)  per  hour. 

Provided,  however,  that  no  such  employee  shall  be  paid  less  than  one 
dollar  and  twenty  cents  ($1.20)  in  any  one  day  when  his  working-day 
consists  of  four  (4)  hours  or  less. 

6.  That  every  employer  shall,  at  least  as  often  as  semi-monthly,  pay  to 
his  employees  in  the  mercantile  industry,  all  wages  and  salai-y  due  to  his 
employees,  up  to  a  day  not  more  than  seven  (7)  days  prior  to  the  date  of 
payment. 
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7.  That,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  section  8  of  this  Order,  when  Free  uniforms, 
employees  in  the  mercantile  industry  are  required  by  their  employers  to 

wear  uniforms  or  special  articles  of  wearing-apparel,  such  uniforms  or 
special  articles  of  wearing-apparel  shall  be  furnished  and  laundered  free  of 
cost  to  the  employees  by  the  employers,  and  no  deductions  from  the  wages 
of  employees  shall  be  made  by  employers  for  such  uniforms  or  special 
articles  of  wearing-apparel,  or  for  the  laundering  thereof. 

8.  That  in  any  case  where  employers  and  employees  governed  by  this  Different  arrange- 
Order  make  application  in  writing  that  a  different  arrangement  respecting  ment  for  uniforms, 
the  cost  of  uniforms  be  approved  by  the  Board,  the  Board  may  approve  of 

such  arrangement,  and  thereupon  the  arrangement  so  approved  shall  be 
applicable  to  the  said  employers  and  employees  in  lieu  of  section  7  of  this 
Order. 

9.  That,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  section  10  of  this  Order,  every  24-hour  rest  period, 
employee  in  the  mercantile  industry  shall  be  given  a  rest  period  of  twenty- 

four  (24)  consecutive  hours  in  each  calendar  week,  of  which  he  shall  be 
duly  notified  by  his  employer. 

10.  That  in  exceptional  cases  where  it  is  recognized  that  the  provisions  Different  rest  period, 
of  section  9  of  this  Order  are  unsuitable,  and  when  the  employers  and 

employees  concerned  make  application  in  writing  that  a  different  arrange¬ 
ment  respecting  a  rest  period  in  respect  of  such  employers  and  employees 
be  approved  by  the  Board,  the  Board  may  approve  of  such  arrangement, 
and  thereupon  the  arrangement  so  approved  shall  be  applicable  to  the  said 
employers  and  employees  in  lieu  of  section  9  of  this  Order. 

11.  That  this  Order  shall  not  apply  to  apprentices  who  are  duly  inden-  Apprentices, 
tured  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  the  “  Apprenticeship  Act,”  being  chapter 

12  of  the  “  Revised  Statutes  of  British  Columbia,  1936.” 

12.  That  this  Order  shall  become  effective  on  the  20th  day  of  October,  order  effective. 
1938,  and  be  in  substitution  for  Order  No.  38  of  the  Board  establishing  a 
minimum  wage  in  the  mercantile  industry,  dated  the  26th  day  of  June,  1936, 

which  is  hereby  rescinded.

“MALE  MINIMUM  WAGE  ACT.” 
Order  No.  26c. 

THE  Board  of  Industrial  Relations  hereby 
orders:— 

1.  That  Order  No.  26  of  the  Board  establish¬ 
ing  a  minimum  wage  in  the  transportation 
industry,  dated  the  19th  day  of  June,  1935,  is 
hereby  amended  by  adding  to  section  II.,  4, 
thereof  the  following: — 

“  This  section  shall  not  apply  to  bicycle- 
riders  or  foot-messengers  employed  exclusively 
by  establishments  operated  for  the  purpose  of 
wholesale  and  (or)  retail  trade,  whose  rates 
of  pay  shall  be  according  to  Order  No.  59  of 


the  Board  establishing  a  minimum  wage  in 
the  mercantile  industry,  dated  the  12th  day  of 
October,  1938.” 

2.  That  this  Order  shall  be  in  substitution 
for  Order  No.  26a  of  the  Board,  dated  the 
26th  day  of  June,  1936,  which  is  hereby  re¬ 
scinded.
